R o s e n l h a l ’s 
great 
picture 
“E laine.” 
S h o e m a k e r , of the Grass 
V alley Uninn, who fathomed the m ys­ 
tery of ocean currents w hile flntboat- 
ing on the Mississippi river, says tiie 
picture is not true to nature, and P ix- 


l e y of tiie Chronicle, who owns a 
good deal of tide and sw am p land, and 
has traveled some on the Oakland 
ferry boats and the Busli street cars, 
endorses the opinion of the Grass V al­ 
ley critic. 
The point of objection is 
this: According to T e n n y s o n the boat 
floats with the flood and moves neither 
faster nor slower than the body of w a­ 
ter on which it rests, w hile according 
to T o b y and as indicated by the spray 
at the prow and the flowers and things 
trailing over the side, the craft is 
m oving through the water at a speed 
of about four knots an hour. 
There 
is u seem ing contradiction between 
the picture and the text, hut it will 
not be difficult to show that the text 
aud the critics are wrong, and T o b y 
right. 
Am ong nautical men and the 
foremen cf fire com panies there is a 
way of doing business called “skull­ 
ing.” 
Now we have beeu looking at 
that “dumb old servitor” for the past 
three weeks, aud we are alm ost confi­ 
dent he is skulling the boat w ith a 
speed, ease and grace that would e x ­ 
cite the envy of members of a crack 
boat club. 
W hen T o b y was a boy he 
used to divide his tim e between ped­ 
dling matches on Keurny street and 
bobbing for sm elt from Long bridge. 
Il is presumable that w hile engaged iu 
the latter avocation he frequently saw 
tiie fishing boats com ing into M ission 
bay, not with, but ahead of the flood, 
skulled by tiie Italian owners, who oc­ 
cupied precisely the position in which 
he has placed tiie “ dumb old ser­ 
vitor.” 
T o b y 
naturally 
concluded 
that if the fish boats of M issiou Bay 
could com e iu ahead of the tide with 
only a fisherman standing in the 
stern, lie couid force the E laine pack­ 
et up to the castle a little ahead of the 
flood. 
Hence the spray at the prow, 
and the trailing over the side. 
The 
picture is true to nature. 
The fault is 
with T e n n y s o n ; he should have w rit­ 
ten: 
The dead shullnt by the dum b, 
W ent up before the flood. 


Theory and Practice. 


There is a wide difference between 
the theoretical and the practical m an­ 
agem ent of a railroad, and there is ail 
the difference In the world between 
arranging a system ot railroad freights 
and fares in an editorial office or a leg­ 
islative com m ittee, and the applying 
to the road a rate of charges which 
will be rem unerative to the owners 
aud satisfactory to patrons. 
W e have 
never possessed an abiding faith in 
the power of legislative bodies to re­ 
move the evils and correct the errors 
which not unfrequently present them ­ 
selves in the business transactions be­ 
tween owner and patron. 
Our want 
of confidence in the elficieucy of the 
remedy, is due in part to the fact that 
the court of inquiry is alm ost alw ays 
composed of persons whom noum ount 
of 
information 
would 
euable 
to 
correctly understand the case, 
and 
who, even should they chance to com ­ 
prehend the issue, are w anting both iu 
the fertility of resource and honesty of 
purpose necessary to devise and apply 
the remedy; and iu part, to our faith 
in the 
correctness 
of 
a 
notion 
which has from tim e 
im m em orial 


prevailed am ong the practical busi­ 
ness men of the world, that these er­ 
rors are self-corrective. 
W hatever 
m ay have been the feeling at the tim e 
it is evident that now nearly every 
sensible man iu tlie State who has 
given tiie subject due considera! ion is 
ready to adm it that the passage of the 
F r e e m a n freights and fares bill, In­ 
troduced at the last session of the Leg­ 
islature, would have worked serious 
injury to the commercial and agricul­ 
tural Interests of the State. 
Yet that 
bill, conceived in spite and born of ha­ 
tred, had m any supporters, and had il 
reached him would have received the 
sanction of the Executive. 
Had it 
become law the railroad system of the 
State would have been paralyzed, a 
proportion of the roads could not have 
been operated, and the interests of 
farmer and trader, of producer and 
consumer, would have been sacrificed 
to the m eiiducity of one who used a 
popular prejudice to feed Ids hatred of 
tiie railroad company 
B ills looking 
to the sam e end, introduced by other 
parties, though less vindictive,w ere as 
useless and impracticable as that of 
F r e e m a n . 
The bill of Senator I r w i n 
was an 
enigm atical hodge-podge— 
a 
vague, 
m ystical 
production — 
which 
w hile 
it 
was 
pretended 
to 
be 
in 
the 
interest 
of 
the 
people contained, as we are informed, 
a clause m aking it a misdem eanor for 
the purchaser of a railroad ticket to 
transfer it to auother person. 
This 
clause, however, was so m anifestly 
unjust that it was stricken out by the 
com m ittee, and the author lost the 
point on which he intended to popu­ 
larize him self with the railroad com ­ 
pany. 
Another session of the Legis­ 
lature is near at iTarid, and before its 
close the 
farce of 
fixing 
railroad 
freights and tales w ill he repeated. 
Men who have no more knowledge of 
the wants of the people or the m an­ 
agem ent of railroads than a m onkey 
of tiie planetary system , w ill im itate 
the exam ple ot those high old political 
econom ists, F r e e m a n and I r w i n , and 
we shall have hill alter bill that will 
accom plish nothing, prove nothing, 
show nothing, beyond an ingenious 
effort to carry water on both shoul­ 
ders. 
By-and-bye, in the far-off fu­ 
ture, when tiie Legislature, the State 
Prison and the Insane Asylum become 
three separate and distinct bodies, 
somebody w ill discover that differences 
between railroad corporations and Un­ 
people can best he settled by the par­ 
ties directly concerned—that the in­ 
terest of one is the interest of the other 
aud that m utual co-operution is tiie 
only safe and certain guaranty of indi­ 
vidual profit and general prosperity. 


Waterbrash or (Pyrosis;. 


Very I:tiie is known as to the cause 
of this disease.

Our experience, and our ob­ 
servation, convinces us that the cause 
of this disease will lie found to exist in 
the water we drink. 
Anim alcules ure 
known to exist in all water that has 
not 
been subjected to 
great 
heat 
or extrem e cold, either of which de­ 
stroys them. 
Our theory is that in 
common with all the species of fishes 
in use am ong men, there are certain 
seasons of each year, that their use 
will certainly produce disease. 
If our 
theory be correct, the Spring and 
early Snunner is the tim e when tiie 
anim alcule is more or less poisonous 
to the human stom ach, the very sea­ 
son we sutler m ost with the disease. 
To prevent any had effects, boil the 
water and let it cool before drinking, 
or drop a lump of ice in a vessel of 
water and let it stand tw enty or thirty 
m inutes; eveytiiing will he precipated 
to the botom, aud the water w ill be 
pure. 
A thorough and long experi­ 
ence convinces us that this is correct.

Oomeitic Produco. 
We find the following crop report in 
the San Francisco Market Review: 
We, are still without rain, but the 
weather keeps cool, with niore or less 
fog, which help out the growing crop 
amazingly. 
Conversing yesterday 
witlt a large grain buyer from the in­ 
terior he informed us that (lie crops 
from Vallejo northward look well and 
will yield handsomely. Around ritoek- 
ton the wheat plant is promising: not 
so in the valleys, yet on tne whole we 
will harvest far more grain than we 
can possibly consume, and have a large 
surplus for export—probably not less 
than 300,000 tons 
for shipment, 
an 1 bait as much more from Oregon, 
tints giving business for a large fleet 
of sinps. Freights to Liverpool have 
now fallen to £2, and this will enable 
us to work off t lie balance of last year's 
surplus crop, so that wecao enter upon 
the new crop with light stocks. 
We have beettculiing ourexclianges 
for crop items, and find in tlie .Sacra­ 
mento lite of the Bit inst. the follow­ 
ing resume of the condition of the 
State: 
April is over, and it is the only 
April in a quarter of a century that 
did uot let down “April showers.” 
The least this mouth ever gave before 
was half un inch, save in 1850, when 
there was only a “sprinkle,” and the 
most four and three-quurtei inches. 
The meteorological tables show that 
this April should,according to the cus­ 
tom of tile past, estimating the Spring 
by the Autumn rains, have given us 
about two inches, but not a drop came 
down. 
The cool days of last week were ben- 
¡ eliciai tu many fields, but they Were 
too few to do much good. Still the 
chances are in favor of halt' a crop. 
The peaeit, plum, clterry, almond and 
apricot crop will he -light in the cen­ 
tral portion of the State, iu conse­ 
quence of the late frosts, but the grape 
and apple crops don’t appear to have 
suffered much, if at all. 1 lie pear crop 
in some »j>ots is almost wholly de­ 
stroyed, while in others there are as 
many left <>u the trees as they can 
properly mature. One orchardist, re­ 
siding near Sacramento, who in the 
early Spring iiad hopes of marketing 
peaches, pears and plums to the value 
of £6,000, now says lie does not look 
for enough to fill a huddred boxes. 
The Sonoma Democrat thus speaks 
of tlie crops: 
riluee tlie frost of April 5th we have 
had every morning heavy fogs. Tlie 
effect upon vegetation within the fog 
belt has been remarkable. 
Around 
Santa Rosa and west of it to tlie ocean 
tiie crop has not looked better for ten 
years past. We noticed the grain 
along the redwood road through to 
Green Valley, and never saw it better. 
On the Obreeii place, which lias been 
considered as light land, as line a grain 
crop as we have evei seen now stands. 
The Napa Register says: 
The general appearance of tlie grain 
fields iu tills county is favorable, not­ 
withstanding the withholding of the 
“latter rain.” Our cool nights and 
heavy fogs go far toward supplying 
the lack of the usual supply of moist­ 
ure from the clouds at this season, 
riome fields, especially where late 
sown, show signs of a need of water, 
but many of them are as vigorous and 
beautiful as they ever were in tlie 
most favorable years. Nothing like a 
failure of crops is anticipated. It is 
probable, however, that the average 
yield will be somewhat below tlie ave­ 
rage since 1864. We also hear favor­ 
able accounts from Luke and riononia. 
We have also good news from Colusa. 
The Merced Exprés* tlius alludes to 
the crop prospects in Merced: 
The prospeci for a large yield of 
grain is not us Haltering as it might 
be in this county; yet we have abun­ 
dant reason to expect as large a yield 
this as last year. Reports from the 
West side of the San Joaquin river are 
cheering, and upon information which 
is altogether reliable we can safely e s ­ 
timate tlie yield in that section this 
year to Ge two-thirds of what it was in 
I87Ü, which was the best crop year 
ever known over there.

On the 29th of this month will tie 
raffled a splendid Jot near the street 
railroad ou Sixth street, for the bene­ 
fit of the construction fund of the 
Catholic Cathedral.

Señora Ascención Laubeuheiruer, sis- 
terof Don Manuel Requena of this city, 
died in Weinheim, Germany, on the 
19th of March. 
Nine baptisms, one death and no 
marriages have been registered on tlie 
books of the Catholic Church of this 
city. 
Mr. J. M. Pimentel, editor of the 
Daily Tecolote of Han Francisco, was 
slightly wounded in the left foot by 
the accidental discharge of a pistol 
which fell from the head of his bed 
while in the act of rising on the morn­ 
ing of tlie 1st lust. 
Don Francisco dela Guerru, brother 
of i lie late lamented Don Peblode la 
Guerra, District Judge of Santa Bar­ 
bara, paid us a flying visit on his way 
to Tapo. 


Londom , April 3 '.—I suppose if 
there is one man whose memory is 
more execrated In tlie United States 
than that of any other, It is the infa­ 
mous traitor, Benedict Arnold. It is 
well kuown that after his escape he 
entered the British service, and rose 
to tiie rank of Brigadier-General, and 
that lie tiuully died in London in tlie 
year 1801. I have recently read his 
will, which was dated in “London. 30 
August, 1800,” and was proved “ Is 
July, 1801,” by his widow. From it i 
learn that lie had heeti some time re­ 
tired on half-pay, and Iiad received 
from the Government a grant of 13,000 
acres of land, chiefly in Canada, where 
two of his sons, Richard and Henry, 
were then living, engaged in farming, 
and, witli them, as I suppose, an ille­ 
gitimate son, named Joim riagc, aged 
about 14. There is nothing in his will 
to iudieate that he was other than the 
average sort of English gentleman. 
He provided handsomely for his chil­ 
dren, leaving their portions to be dis­ 
tributed by his beloved wife with, 
what he called, equal justice. 
He 
also left an umiuity of $2u0 for life to 
his maiden sister, Hannah Arnold, 
who, I believe, long survived him, 
and Anally died in their native place, 
Norwich, Conn. H e directed that his 
funeral should be attended Gy uo ex­ 
pense that could possibly be avoided. 
His wile, you know, was Margaret, 
daughter of Edward Shippeu, Chief 
Justice of Pennsylvania, whose family 
name is still preserved in Philadel­ 
phia. 
They were married in 1779. 
She did not long survive him. Her 
will, dated in “Bryauston street, Lon­ 
don, 26 January, 1804,” was proved on 
the 6th of September, in tlie same 
year. She staled that actuated Gy 
principles of the strictest integrity, as 
well as in conformity to tiie will of 
her lute beloved husbtnd, siie was 
earnestly desirous of doing equal jus­ 
tice to all his children, and then pro­ 
ceeded to apportion her property, 
which appears to have been consider­ 
able, among them. Besides the two 
sons, Richard and Henry, who, she 
intimated, iiad already had their por­ 
tions, and of whom nothing more ap­ 
pears to Ge known, there were four 
oiher sons and one daughter, viz: Ed­ 
ward Shippen Arnold, who became a 
lieutenant in the Bengal Cavalry, and 
died at Singapore in 1813; James Rob­ 
ertson Arnold, who rose to tlie rank of 
Lieutenant-General in the army and 
died in 1834, his widow surviving un­ 
til 1852; George Arnold who became 
a Lieutenant-Colonel in the Bengal 
Cavalry, and died iu India in 1828; 
VVilliuiu Fitch Arnold, who became a 
Captain in the Nineteenth Lancers 
and died in 1846; Sophia Matilda, who 
married Colonel Pownall Phipps, of 
tlie East India Company’s service, of 
the family of tlie Karl of Mulgrave, 
and died in 1828. The youngest son, 
William Fitch Arnold, (whose widow, 
who lived until 1868,1 probablyjostlea
